C. H.—Yés, Porter ordered a board on her
who changed the blades of her propellers, took
out four of her boilers, removed her coal bunks
from ber berth deck and put & apar deck on
her. 1t also changed the location of her arma-
ment. Allthis changed her ceuntre of gravity,
but still that may be all right.

C.—What engines has she?

C. H.—The Erlesson engines, The Tenncssee
was 1he old Madawaska, and was the trial ship
for steam machinery, with the Wampsuoag,
between Isherwood's aud Fox's engines. Her
machinery having been reduced, her speed ls
lesseped very much. On her ¢rial trip in New
York Bay the Tenpessee made but six and a
half knots an hour; 80 Yyou se3
that she s a elow vessel. Now, il she wenl
outside the Bermudas, as slated, she wmakes a
two thousand mile trip, and ahe is not out long
enough for alarm. My own opinion, from a
knowledge of her speed, 18 that thereis no cause
for alarm. If she tock a shorter course, It is
time she was heard from; bul the report is that
glie went enst of the Bermudas, which makes a
difference of 50 miles.

ADMIRAL PORTER SANGUINE.

Admiral Porter, who was called on, was ver
sapguine that nothing had happened. **Will
you be kind enough to give us your reasons ?”
gaid the correspondent to the Admiral.

Admiral Porter replied to this effect; —''Ac-
cording to the course which the Tennessee
would take, she would have to sall two
thousand elght hondred and ninety miles
before she could be beard from in the ordinary
course of events. It would take her ten days to
reach Samana Bay. Bhe would remain five days
in Samana, It wounld take her two days Lo
reach Ban Domingo City, and five days {rom
the latter port to Havana. Bhe salled on the
10th, and would pot have much more than got
clear] of Bandy Hook on the firsi day. This
would bring ber to the 17th. Then allowing
ten davs to Bamapa would bring her Lo the
27th. Five days in Samana would bring her
to the 1st instant. Two days to Ban
Domingo City would be the 3d Instant,
and five days to Havans would be the Sth
imstant. 8be had to cross the Gulf Stream dia-
gonally, agalnst a four-mile current, which
would be equivalent to a loss of one hundred
miles on the day of crossing, and which wonld
bave to be added to the time. Allowing for
incldentel mishaps to pew machinery not
tested, leakuge of walves, and little mat-
ters only koown by those in
charge, and another day or two may be easily
accounted for, bringing us down to the 0th or
10th inst. 8o those having knowledge of the
vessel and familiar with the accldental draw-
backs to & speedy possage by a veasel just over-
bauled and mot su uently tested, have no
uneasiness as to her safety.

THE ALABAMA CLAIMS,

The Basis of mettiement Belleved o
Heen Already Axreed Un.

The Washinglon correspondent of the New
York Tribune writes:—

“It I8 believed that the ®ommission will not
begin it sessions until about the 1st of March,
ax, under the most favorable circumstances,
Earl de Grey, Prof. Beroard, and Lord Teunter-
den will not arrive here until the last week of
ithe present month, while the successor of 8ir
Joln Rose has not yetsailed. It ls supposed
by some that the commlssjon will be in
eestion but a few weeks, as it s under-
stood that the object of the conference is
not to arrange the detalls of & treaty or treaties
covering the several guestions at [ssue, but to
determine the prineiples ani settle the policy
upon which the detalls can afterward be nego-
tiated, This, it is clalmed, is the view enter-
tained in adminlstration circles. In the matter
of the Alabama, for Instance, the business of
the joint commisslon will be to conslder and
settle the liability, and also determine the pro-
vieions of law necessary Lo the meeting of such
cases, and the reeponsibilities arlslog in the
future. This done, the liability of Great Bri-
tain; or otherwiee, for the other privateers will
be considered and determined.

In the malter of the fisherles, the commission
will undoubtedly determine not only the proper
interpretation of present treaties, but the man-
ner and extent to which the privilege shall be
made herealter avallable o our fishermen, as
well as other matters that may properly grow
out of this concession. In ihis view of their
duties the jolot commissioners' business will ap-
pear to be the considering and sanctioning, in
the high and grave manner attaching to their
dignified position, of the formulas and princl-
ples upon which not only gunestions now in dis-
pute shall be settled. but the basis on which
others that are likely to arise, especially in re-
gard to our relations with DBritish North
America, may be determined on.

On the other hand, it is the opinion of some
that the bnsis of eettlement of the Alabama
claims hag already been arranged between the
two Governments, and will be given to the com-
mizsion on i1ts meeting, 8o that its daties in this
regard are to be only nominal, This opinion
gains strength from the fact that the correspon
dence geut to the Benate is g0 vague in regard to
the duties and powers of the commission.

THE NORTH RIVER.

Owing to the Immense masses of jece that
filled the North river yeslerday morning, Jersey
residents doing business In New York met with
contiderable delay and inconvenienee before
the ferry-boats tould force thelr way through
the floating barriers of ice. AL the Pavonla
ferry fully two thousand persons had accamn-
lated before a boat could make its way to re-
ceive Its human cargo. At length, about 0
o'clock, the Jay Gonld started, crowded with
passengers, but ere she had got halfl way, en-
countered a field of jee which effectually put a
quietus to her forward movement, and she was
obliged to return to her slip in Jersey City. At
length, after several efforts, New York was
reached. The ferry-boat Delaware on her third
trip had her rudder disabled by coming in con-
tact with a huge mass of ice, and, after drifting
belplesely about for two hours, was towed to
her slip by a tug-boat.

Another Account—-Loss of Four Veanels,

The lce in the East and North rivers was
thicker and heavier to-day than at any other
time this winter. The immense gquantities com-
ing mp on the flood-tide in the mornlag caused a
jam from I'ler No. 38, East river, to the Brook-
lyn eide, and from 1 o'clock until 2 a large
number of persons passed over. The steamer
Bridgeport, comlng down, cut a large number
off from the shore, but they were all taken off
by the Navy Yard steamer,

Three canal-boats and the small tug-boat On-
tario was sunk off Pier No. 18, East River, by
the lce. Ferry-boats and other steamers were
obliged to remain at their docks, Al one time
grvnt fears were apprehended that Plers Nos,

8, 80, and 40, East River, and the lower part

ol the Btaten Island Ferry pler would be swept

ul\;uy by the large flakes of ice which struck

them.

The coal barge William!J, Thompson was sunk
by the ice-field at Pier No. 20, East River. The
Hnllcu reecued the captain and his wife just
efore the barge went down.—N. Y. Times,

THE EAST RIVER BRIDGED.
—_———— -~
Over n Thoumsnnd Peopie Cross on the loe—=The

Tide Turns nud the Bridase Meves—The

Meramble for the Shere-NMauy Persons Hes-

cned by Bonis.

The quantity of ice in the rivers yeaterday
was greater than it bhas been for several years,
Not gince the time when Mrs. Heory Ward
Beecher and Mrs. Beach immortalized them-
selves by croesing from Brooklyn to New York
on its elippery and treacherous sarface has there
been any occasion until yesierday when the ice
has afforded a safe passage.

But yestenday immense cakes of lee which had
been get free from the rivers and bays by the
late moderate weather were earried by the flood-
tide iuto the North and East rivers, rendering
ferry travel diflicult and uncertain, As long as
the tide was sufliciently strong the mass moved
on up the river, crushing and grinding against
the piers on eagh side, and sliding up one eake
above another, forming huge boulders and
miniature icebergs, Towards the end of the
flood, however, the tide slackened, and at 1 P,
M. the ice cameto a stand, wedyged vigaotly
against each shore, forming from Fulton up to
Catharine Ferry a perfect ice bridge.

TROUBLES OF THE RIVER CRAPT.

At this time one of the Fulton ferry-boats wans
in the slip on the Hrooklyn side, two were In
the river, and the other In the slip on the New
York side. There was a tug, with some two or
three lighters in tow, bound down the river, and
another with a schooner trying to make her
way in the eame direction; then there was n
Navy Yard tug bound to the yard. Besides
these there were several other small tugs. All
of these were at once lee-bound and statlonary,
as if in o Polar sea, 5

THE FORLORN HOPE.

+ Boon the firm appearance of she ice tempted a
emall boy with a skate on one foot and & ragged
boot on the other to try its soundnesa. Carefully
and timidly he got down from a dock just above
the ferry and then growlog bolder as he found
that it did not yleld under his welght, he struck
out with a shont and was soon skimmliog over
towards New York on hls one skate. Then
another and another tried it from the Brooklyn
glde, and then, tempted by the example,

avotber crowd started from the Peek slip
dock on the New York slde. [hen naombers
eeenyed the poassage, men and boys and
women, half a dozen of whom started,
but only two bhad nerve emough to persevere
and reach the other elde nmid shouts of ap-

plause from the bystanders. This passage
across the ice continued for some time, the
crowds graduslly grew greater, and several
ftinerant dealers iu old elothes from Catharine
street, with thelr packs of goods on thelr
gshoulders, crossed the river in safety. Women
gathered on the wharves, and seemed to pause,
as if in déliberation whether they would at-
tempt the perllous journey. Bat few of the
gentler sex attempted the task, and the adven-
turous travellers were almost wholly composad
of errand-boys, bootblacks, and newsboys.
MOVING OF THE ICE.

Ehortly before 280 o'clock the lee commenced
to move down stream, and a scene of an nansual
and somewhat drawmatie character ook place,
About 300 persons, chiefly boys, were on the ice
atl the time. Over 100 men avd bovs were on
one large cake opposite to the Roosevell Bireet
Ferry. As the lce began to move thls crowd
men and boys gethered half-affrighted in the
centre of the cake nnd awalted means of rescue.

At last an effort was made Lo save them, much
1o the gratification of the thoughtless adven-
turers. The Government steamtur Catafa-
lene, which was bound for the uavy yard,steamed
for the perilled pedestrians, and bLreaking
through the pack ice, ran into the sheet of ice,
and took the frightened men and boys on board.
By this means 100 persons were saved. Others
were barely able to reach the deck of the boat
as they floated past on smaller pleces of ice, but
by means of ropes they were finally taken on
board. Those who could not reach the tug
were taken on board by the Willlamsburg ferry
boat Arizona, and conveyed safely ashore.

SAVED BY SMALL BOATS,

A small boat was lsunched from the New York
thore, manued by several sallors, which saved a
number of people, about seventeen in all. The
steam-tuge Clay and Lennox, which were
wedged in by Lhe lee, were freed about 3 o'clock,
and went direct to a party who were still on the
lrcl:e.u{m they were rescued before the boats ar-

ved.

NO LIVES LOST.

Although many were In great danger po lives
were lost. The more of the obeervers

If Amadeo nad
not come Don Jusn Prim would not now lie in the
sepulchre, At T uhat mght he tried to take leave of
nis family. The congestion of his brain distarbed
his thonghts, Passing his left hand bafore his eyes,
as If to clear his vislon, he artlculated aceents
whieh could not be understood, Oh, God Eternal !
Did he see the shades of Carvajal, of Galilen, and
¢f Bohorquez—the boy Behorquez, whose young
1ife was 80 cruelly snatohed from a tender father ?
